I beg  to  present  the  following  Report  upon  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Kidderminster  for  the 
Year  1905. 

The  return  of  Deaths  and  of  cases  of  infectious  Diseases 
I herewith  hand  you  duly  completed. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  590  Births,  or  23'88  in  the 
thousand: — Males,  303:  Females,  287. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  diseases,  and 
ages,  which  have  been  registered,  is  395  ; the  number  in  each  sex 
being  213  Males  and  182  Females. 

Deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  69 — Residents,  48 ; Non- 
Residents,  21. 

Deaths  in  the  Infirmary,  33 — Residents,  19 ; Non-Residents,  14

Typhoid  Fever.— During  the  year  there  have  been  two  cases, 
(adult  Females)  both  died.  In  neither  case  could  the  cause  be 
traced,  in  both  cases  the  patients  had  been  ill  a considerable  time 
with  other  ailments,  before  being  reported  as  suffering  from  Typhoid. 
There  was  no  connection  between  either  case.  Typhoid  fever 
the  Borough  is  comparatively  free  from. 

Diphtheria. — Cases  10;  Deaths  2.  Compared  with  last 
year  it  is  12  cases  less  and  1 death  less,  and  the  lowest  number  of 
cases  in  any  one  year  since  1890,  when  there  were  7 cases  and  1 death. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  have  been  230  less  cases  this  year  than 
last,  viz 69,  of  which  52  were  removed  to  the  Borough  Hospital, 
no  death  has  occurred  with  any  Borough  Case  either  in  the 
Hospital  or  at  home.  At  times  we  have  found  Children  at  School  in 
the  early  stages  of  desquamation,  the  only  surprising  thing  is  that  there 
was  not  a greater  spread  of  the  disease  as  a consequence, 
several  times  during  the  year  on  my  advice  the  Schools  have  been 
disinfected  after  the  discovery  of  such  cases. 


Measles.  This  has  been  epidemic  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  on  my  advice  the  following  schools  were  closed  for  periods 
ranging  from  three  to  four  weeks.  New  Meeting  Infants,  Mill  Lane 
Infants,  St.  John’s  Infants  and  St.  Ambrose  Infants.  Two  deaths 
only  have  been  registered. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Only  one  case  has  occurred  during  the 
year,  the  patient  came  from  Malvern  to  be  with  her  relatives  during 
the  lying-in  period,  I regret  to  say  the  case  terminated  fatally 
After  interment  I had  the  house  and  all  bed  and  personal  clothing 
well  disinfected.  I visited  the  house  and  premises,  also  visited  the 
Nurse  and  Midwife  and  was  satisfied  that  they  had  adopted  all. 
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reasonable  precautions  against  carrying  the  disease  to  others.  No 
other  case  has  since  occurred.  In  consequence  of  the  passing  of  the 
* Midwives  Act”  and  also  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  greater  attention  is  now  paid  to  strict  cleanliness 
by  those  engaged  in  midwifery  practice  with  the  result  that  fewer 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  are  met  with. 

Small  Pox. — Although  Kidderminster  for  many  years  has 
been  practically  free  from  any  serious  outbreak  of  this  disease  I can- 
not help  noticing  the  number  of  persons  applying  to  the  Magistrates 
for  exemption  certificates  from  vaccination  for  their  children  and  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  I feel  it  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  the 
importance  of  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  for  whatever  may  be 
said  against  vaccination  it  is  our  chief  bulwark  against  this  dread 
disease.

Small  Pox  at  Work. 

In  a recent  issue,  the  “ Yorkshire  Herald”  gives  one  or  two 
examples  of  the  doings  of  Small  Pox  in  York — examples  which  can 
be  abundantly  paralleled  wherever  Small  Pox  prevails.  A case 
occurred  in  a house  in  Tower  Street,  and  the  patient  was  removed 
to  Hospital.  Nine  inhabitants  remained,  of  whom  six  were  re- 
vaccinated and  three  were  not — a grandmother,  her  daughter,  and  a 
grand-child.  The  daughter  was  removed  to  Hospital  eighteen  days 
later,  suffering  from  Small  Pox,  and  the  child  a week  afterwards. 
The  latter  died.  At  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak  at  York 
Workhouse  three  men  were  removed  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital, 
and  twenty-one  remained.  Twenty  of  these  accepted  re-vaccination, 
but  the  twenty-first  refused ; in  fifteen  days  he  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Small  Pox,  and  was  removed  to  Hospital,  where  after 
two  days  he  died.  From  a lodging-house  in  Skeldergate  three  cases 
of  Small  Pox  were  removed  to  Hospital  in  October;  seventeen 
inmates  were  re-vaccinated,  and  seven  refused;  the  seventeen  have 
remained  free  from  infection  but  nearlv  all  the  seven  have  been 
attacked.  To  everyone  acquainted  with  the  doings  of  Small  Pox, 
these  occurrences  are  the  mere  commonplaces  of  experience,  but  to 
people  who  have  to  take  their  information  second-hand,  and  who, 
from  the  amount  of  noisy  vituperation  that  they  hear  against 
vaccination,  may  have  loosely  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  are 
two  sides  to  the  question,  such  illustrations  of  how  Small  Pox 
differentiates  between  the  unvaccinated,  the  once  vaccinated  and  the 
re-vaccinated,  must  be  very  striking,  and  it  is  not  surprising  to  hear 
that  in  York  many  parents  have  discarded  their  conscientious 
objections,  and  have  submitted  their  children  to  vaccination.  As 
has  often  been  said  before,  there  is  no  schoolmaster  like  Small  Pox, 
but  education  so  provided  has  to  be  paid  for  at  a terrible  price.

Small  Pox. 

The  statistics  given  in  the  Report  as  to  the  recent  Small  Pox 
epidemic,  although  they  reveal  no  new  facts,  strengthen  the  case  for 
vaccination  and  re-vaccination.  Of  9,659  Small  Pox  cases  admitted 
during  the  years  1901-2,  6,945  were  vaccinated,  the  fatality  among 
whom  was  7 3 per  cent.  In  436  cases,  vaccination  was  doubtful ; 
the  fatality  was  among  these,  39‘2  per  cent. ; while  2,278  were  un- 
vaccinated, the  fatality  among  these  being  33T  per  cent. 

During  the  epidemic' there  were,  under  ten  years  of  age,  only 
134  vaccinated  cases  and  two  deaths ; 33  doubtful  cases,  of  whom 
six  died  ; and  1,274  un vaccinated  cases,  of  whom  442  died,  a percen- 
tage of  34'6. 

Under  20  years  of  age  there  were  1,297  vaccinated  cases,  of 
whom  25  died,  a percentage  of  1’9  ; 106  doubtful  cases,  of  whom  21 
died,  a percentage  of  19’8  ; and  1,893  un  vaccinated  cases,  of  whom 
392  died,  a percentage  of  3P27. 

The  diminution  after  20  years  in  the  protective  power  afforded 
by  infant  vaccination  is  shown  by  the  rise  in  the  fatality  rate  from 
47,  in  vaccinated  cases  between  20  and  25  years  of  age,  to  18.07  in 
cases  between  35  and  40. 

Anthrax. — During  the  year  two  cases  have  occured,  both 
persons  being  employed  at  the  same  Lirm  of  Spinners.  In  previous 
years  cases  have  arisen  at  the  same  firm.  A circular  letter  has  been 
sent  by  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee  to  all  Spinning  Lirms 
in  the  Borough  drawing  their  attention  to  the  malignant  nature  of  the 
disease  and  the  necessity  of  their  adopting  all  precautions.

On  my  advice  the  Committee  decided  to  pay  for  this  Serum 
when  necessary. 

Respipatopy  Disease. — Under  this  heading  are  included 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy,  and  during  the  year  80  deaths 
have  been  registered,  being  18  deaths  less  than  in  1904. 

Phth  isis. — The  deaths  from  this  disease  are  three  less  than 
in  1904,  being  21  deaths. 

Infant  Moptality. — During  the  year  86  Infants  under 
1 year  of  age  have  died,  this  gives  a mortality  per  thousand 
births  of  150*8,  this  is  a little  better  than  last  year  which  was  151*5 
per  1000. 

Bipths. — We  still  continue  to  supply  the  Registrar  with 
copies  of  instructions  on  the  care  and’  feeding  of  Infants  which  are 
handed  to  every  person  who  registers  a birth. 

In  considering  infant  mortality  it  must  be  remembered  that  a 
large  number  of  our  female  population  are  engaged  in  the  Carpet  and 
Spinning  Factories  of  the  Town. 

The  birth  rate  per  1000  of  population  is  23*88,  last  year  25*38. 

Food  and  Dpugs  Act. — The  average  number  of  samples 
for  analysis  have  been  taken  under  this  Act.  The  details  will  be 
found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  appended.  I should  like  to 
see  even  more  samples  taken  under  this  Act,  as  it  is  a safeguard  to 
the  public.  The  adulterator  is  worse  than  the  pickpocket,  he  not 
only  robs  your  pocket,  but  he  destroys  your  health ; no  mercy 
should  be  shown  to  him.  Mors  lupi  agnis  vita." 

Watep  Supply. — During  the  last  year  our  water  supply  has 
not  been  satisfactory,  it  has  been  cut  off  93  times,  at  other  times  the 
supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  has  been  indifferent.  This 
latter  fact  looks  as  if  the  reservior  is  not  high  enough.  The  works 
for  bringing  the  new  well  into  operation  are  progressing,  but  when 
finished  I do  not  see  how  they  will  give  a better  supply  to  the  high- 
er parts  of  the  Town.  An  intermittent  supply  is  always  a danger. 

Extension  of  Bopough  Boundapies. — I am  pleased  to  see 
the  extension  of  the  Borough  Boundaries  is  nearer  an  accomplished 
fact  than  ever,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I must  congratulate  our 
Town  Council  in  their  efforts  to  bring  this  extension  about,  as  on 
more  than  one  occasion  our  Borough  has  suffered  from  being  so  near 
to  insanitary  areas.  I feel  convinced  that  an  Urban  Authority  with 
their  powers  can  deal  more  efficiently  with  such  areas. 
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St.  George’s  Churchyard. — In  my  last  Annual  Report  I gave 
particulars  and  advice  on  the  closing  of  this  churchyard,  since  then 
the  Health  Committee  have  had  several  meetings  to  discuss  the 
matter,  with  the  result  that  they  have  come  to  an  agreement  with  the 
church  authorities,  for  the  definite  closing  of  the  churchyard  against 
further  interments  (with  some  few  exceptions)  by  June,  1909. 

Court  Sweeping.  The  Sweeping  of  the  Courts  is  still  carried 
on  satisfactorily.  This  work  is  most  valuable  in  contributing  to  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough. 

Dirty  Houses. — I have  certified  157  houses  that  required 
cleansing  and  whitewashing,  as  per  Section  46  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  12  under  Section  5 of  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

Household  Ashes  and  Refuse  Disposal. — We  are  still 
able  to  dispose  of  our  household  ashes  and  refuse  without  difficulty, 
the  bulk  of  it  goes  by  canal  to  Oldington  Farm. 

Slaughterhouses. — Your  committee  have  granted  two 
applications  for  additional  slaughterhouses  during  the  year.  One 
a new  erection  in  Churchfields,  the  other  the  conversion  of  an  exist- 
ing building  into  a slaughterhouse,  situate  in  the  Horsefair.  Plans 
were  submitted  and  approved  in  both  instances. 

On  the  whole  our  slaughterhouses  are  as  satisfactory  as 
private  slaughterhouses  are  ever  likely  to  be. 

Sewers. — We  have  had  very  few  complaints  during  1905 
of  smells  emitted  from  the  sewer  openings  and  drain  inlets.  The 
Surveyor  gives  immediate  attention  to  all  complaints  received  from 
the  Health  Department.  I regret  to  say  there  is  still  more  hot 
liquor  discharged  into  our  sewers  than  should  be. 

Knackers  Yard,  Clensmore — Application  has  been  made 
to  the  Health  Committee  for  permission  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
horse  slaughtering.  Your  Committee  and  also  myself  have  visited 
the  locality  and  have  decided  that  they  cannot  grant  permission,  the 
place  being  too  near  to  dwelling-houses  and  also  to  a cowshed. 

Mill  Street,  2 Court. — At  our  instigation  six  houses  in 
this  Court  have  been  closed,  they  are  now  used  as  stores  for  an 
adjoining  Ironfoundry. 

Brinton  Park. — The  recent  enlargement  to  this  Park 
is  a great  and  useful  improvement. 

River  Stour. — No  special  complaints  during  the  year.  The 
Borough  Surveyor  has  had  a portion  of  the  River  bed  cleared.  The 
River  appears  to  be  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — These  places  are 
regularly  inspected,  and  on  the  whole  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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Hospital.— During  the  year  the  work  has  gone  on  satisfactorily. 
The  cases  I have  received  and  treated  during  the  year  are  as  follows:

On  the  whole  the  Cabins  are  kept  clean,  very  few  women  and 
children  are  met  with  on  boats  passing  through  the  Borough.  They 
are  chiefly  men  who  work  the  boats  in  this  district. 

In  13  instances  the  boats  were  worked  by  a man  and  his  wife 

(only). 


In  24  instances  the  boats  had  on  board  a man,  his  wife,  and 
1 or  more  children,  and  242  boats  were  worked  by  men  (only). 

A willingness  is  always  shown  by  the  canal  boat  people  to 
comply  with  the  law  and  Local  Government  Board  regulations.
